Q. — Several year® ago, I 
bought stock in a REIT, a 
Real Estate Inve s tment 
Trust. It turned out to be a 
disaster. I received big divi¬ 
dends for several years and 
than the company had big 
losses. I have had nothing 
since, and my $40 stock is 
now quoted ,at 25 cents. I 
thought all real estate in¬ 
vestment funds went the 
same way; but 1 recently 
was talking with a man who 
owns two of them and he 
tells me he has continued to 
receive dividends from his 
and that I made a mistake 
and picked the wrong kind. 
Are there really two kinds 
of real estate investment 
trusts and what is the dif¬ 
ference. 

A. — The public doesn’t 
seem to be aware of it, but 
when the great rash of 
REITS were organized in the 
1960’s, some chose to oper¬ 
ate quite diffemtly from 
others. One kind concentrat¬ 
ed on making construction 
loans to builders. These were 
loans that financed the 
builder while the project was 
being built and .until, upon 
its completion, permane n t 
financing was placed on the 
building. The other kind, 
concentrated on purchasing 
buildings and oper a t i n g 
them. 

The first kind made ■ its 
money by charging the buil¬ 
der a higher rate of interest 
than it paid for the money 
it borrowed to lend him. The 
second made money from 
managing the property, that 
is by renting it and opera¬ 
ting it at less cost than the

When it tunned out that 
we had done a tremendous 
amount of over building and 
also had a credit crunch, the 
REITS that had financed 
construction loans were in 
trouble because their bor¬ 
rowed money costs went 
higher than they were col¬ 
lecting from buliders. Buil¬ 
ders found they couldn’t ob¬ 
tain permanent financi n g 
and consequently all kinds 
of bankruptcies occurred. 

The REITS that had 
bought and operated prop¬ 
erties were not faced with 
the same problems. In most 
cases, they had bought top- 
quality properties whose ten¬ 
ants continued their rent 
payments. 

People who were really 
knowledgeable in real es¬ 
tate, recognized the danger 
in the high leverage REITS 
that concentrated on con¬ 
struction loans and made 
their Investments in the 
other kinds. Unfortunately, 
many investors did not re¬ 
cognize that danger .until too 
late and had sizeable losses. 
I’m sending you a copy of 
the July “Better Investing” 
which has a story about one 
of the successful REITS and 
hew it operates. 

Q. — When you say to buy 
and hold a stock for the 
long term, what do you 
mean? Is long term a year 
or five years? 

A. — When I am talking 
about holding a stock long 
term, I have no definite 
time period in mind. I mean 
that I do not have any par¬ 
ticular point where I plant 
to sell It. When I buy a 
stock, I look at the record 
to see if the company has 
increased its sales and earn¬ 
ings per share for at least 
the last five years. Then I 
try to decide whether that 
growth is an accident of the 
company being at the right 
place at the right time or if 
the growth has been planned 
and produced by manage¬ 
ment. It’s not easy to be

agreement for the care of 
Sierra Vista Park and the 
Santa Anita median. Pre¬ 
views to this time the cost 
of this maintenance was $800 
per month, but due to higher 
costs, Environment Care, 
I.nc. stated that it would be 
necessary to raise the costs 
to $848 per month.

Refund From 
GTE Welcome 

Los Angeles City Attorney 
Burt Pines recently praised 
a $10 million refund and a 
$15.7 million rate reduction 
for customers of General 
Telephone which was or¬ 
dered by the California Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Commi ssion 
tPUC). Pines’ office was the 
lead agency fighting for the 
refund. 

“I am happy to see that 
General Telephone will be 
making refunds and lower¬ 
ing telephone rates for resi¬ 
dential customers,” Pines 
said. “This is a clear victory 
for consumers.” 

The rate refund and lower¬ 
ing of telephone rates is tied 
to the PUC’s denial yester¬ 
day of a $45.9 million rate 
increase request made by 
General in Decern b e r of 
1974. 

When Pacific Telephone 
was granted a rate increase 
for toll calls and message 
unit calls In January of 1975, 
General automatically bene¬ 
fited since the revenues from 
shared telephone lines and 
equipment Is shared among 
all telephone companies in 
the state. 

Los Angeles City Deputy 
City Attorney Leonard Snai- 
der, head of the office’s 
Public Utilities Section, suc¬ 
cessfully argued before the 
PUC that General was mak¬ 
ing a sufficient profit before 
the automatic increase and 
therefore must return the 
additional money. 

According to the PUC, the 
rate reduction will lower 
residential bills by 30 cents 
a month and business bills 
by 40 cents a month. 

The rate reduction will be 
effective on July 18. General 
must submit a plan to the 
PUC by August 12 on how 
the refund will be accom¬ 
plished.

Speaking 

New Taxes Coming! 

“Major tax issues are being pushed through, the legis¬ 
lature without two-hour hearings and, in some cases, with 
on hearings whatever,” Kirk West, executive vice president 
of the California Taxpayers’ Association has charged. 

“A proposal of historic significance — applying the 
so-called split rate to school districts, community col¬ 
leges and county superintendent — was never heard in 
any committee of either house of the legislature. This 
proposal is extremely complex and will have a profound 
effect on school district finances for decades to come,” 
West said. 

“About ten major items are headed for joint con¬ 
ference committee without ever having been heard in 
any senate committee. There was no public hearings, or 
testimony in the senate, on the following features of AB 
999 (Brown) which is now SB 164 (Petris): 

1 . Utility Users’ Tax. This is a major new tax avail¬ 
able for general law cities and counties which could raise 
an estimated $212 million. 

2. Business License Tax. This tax would be available 
to counties and could raise $40 million. 

3. Special Capital Gains (speculation) Tax. This pro¬ 
posal would tax sales of non-owner-ocaupied, single-fam¬ 
ily homes held for less than one year at a rate of 50 per 
cent of the gain. This proposal was not heard in the as¬ 
sembly policy committee. 

4. $90 Million Income Tax Shift Through Restructuring 
Brackets. Maximum income tax brackets would be in¬ 
creased from 11 per cent to 15 per cent but would pro¬ 
duce no net revenue for the state. This proposal, entirely 
(unrelated to property tax relief, represents a tax shift of 
about $90 million which would impact on single returns 
at $27,000 and joint returns at $60,000, thus forcing income 
tax increases on about 90,000 affluent Californians. This 
proposal also was not heard in the assembly policy com¬ 
mittee. 

5. Major Assessment Reforms. The constitutional 
amendment which accompanies AB 999 mandates the leg¬ 
islature to revise te system for equalizing assessments. This 
could remove boards of supervisors from the assessment 
appeals process and was strongly opposed by counties, and 
rejected toy the Senate Revenue and Taxation Committee 
two years ago. 

6 . Miscellaneous Local Taxes. The proposal provides 
for new local taxes on amusements, parking, garbage col¬ 
lection (not discussed in policy committee). 

7. “Tax Expenditure” Revisions. $30 million in addi¬ 
tional bank and corporation revenues. 

“The Assembly Revenue and Taxation Committee spent 
several hours discussing treatment of monetized gold bul¬ 
lion but never held a hearing on splitting the tax rate for 
schools. As a minimum, the legislative conference commit¬ 
tee should conduct extensive public hearings on these is¬ 
sues. Unfortunately, however, this procedure would still 
exclude crucial policy committee review of major issues,” 
West said. 

The People Must Know

A new phrase is coming to the front in this country. 
It’ s the "sick off,” where organized employees, public 
and private stay off their jobs when they are not sick at 
all. Public employees use it to put heat on elected offi¬ 
cials in advance of a planned strike. It’s a scheme to 
sabotage public service and get paid at the same time. 
It is a way to obtain money under false pretense. 

I classify the “sick-off” the same as “shop lifting” 
or “picking pockets.” It is also a fraud on the taxpayers. 

If the average, non-union citizen embarked on this 
kind of activity, obtaining money lunder false pretense, 
the District Attorney would go all out to put the private 
citizen in the pokey. 

You won’t find these, huge taxpayer losses in the 
annual budgets. These thefts are paid for by hidden taxes, 
and of course, they are not listed in the published crime 
statistics. Law enforcement is blocked out from action, 
and elected officials find it expedient to look the other 
way. 

ITEM — “The idea for a rational democracy, is not 
that the people themselves govern, but for home security 
for good government. This security, they can not have 
by any other means than retaining in their own hands the 
■ultimate control. If they renounce this, they give them¬ 
selves up to tyrrany, a governing class not accountable 
to the people are sure, in the main, to sacrifice the people 
to separate interests and inclinations of their own.” (John 
Stuart Mill). 

In our country we still have the right to vote and 
petition our own government for redress of wrongs com¬ 
mitted by the government against the people. When our 
citizens fail to exercise these two all important rights, 
(hey are asking for tyrranical government. 

In Los Angeles County, the 60 to 70 per cent of the 
people who did not vote in the last two elections, did, 
after all vote. They voted for higher taxes, bigger gov¬ 
ernment and loss of individual freedom. By not voting 
they told government “we do not care wihat you do to 
■us.” “We have no interest in liberty.” You can be sure 
that government will take them at their word. 

At one time Nikita Khrushchev said, ‘The Americans 
will gladly buy the rope to hang themselves.” 

ITEM — I lost a lawsuit: When County Supervisor Ed 
Edelman wa s a City Councilman, he was appointed to 
nine city-county sanitation boards, and was paid $30,000 
i,n addition to his City Council pay. He was appointed to 
these boards by City Council president John Gibson, and by 
a City Council resolution. 

Section 67 of the Los Angeles City Charter reads “no 
officer for the city shall be compensated toy fees cr com¬ 
mission, but only by a fixed salary.” Further, Section 68 
read “no officer of the city shall retain any fee, recom¬ 
pense or compensation received by him for the discharge 
of any duty of his office from any person other th,an the 
city, but shall immediately pay over to the treasurer of 
the city, all such sums of money received.” 

In a deposition, City Council President Gibson, who 
appointed Edelman to the sanitation boards said he con¬ 
sidered this service by Mr. Edleman to be a “duty.” 

■Believe it or .not Los Angeles City Attorney Pines and 
his staff (defended Mr. Edelman on the ground a City 
Councilman “has no duty.” Therefore Mr. Edelman could 
keep the $30,000. 

Again, believe it or not: The Superior Court and the 
Appellate Court held a City Councilman has "no duty.” 
The State Supreme Court refused to hear the appeal. 

These court decisions open the door for every City 
Councilman, and probably every elected official, to accept 
other public employment, while serving in a public office, 
and draw as many additional salaries as 'he can arrange, 
all at the zsame time. Of course, all of these positions 
can build up several higher pensions. 

My suit was to recover the money for the city tax¬ 
payers. The City Attorney, Mr. Burt Pines is supposed to 
defend the city, but in this case the City Attorney de¬ 
fended Mr. Edelman against the city. 

If this is not a legal sanction on public official “Double 
Dipping” and “Conflict of Interest” I invite my readers 
to tell me what it is.

The question then is how 
long can the public con¬ 
science accept the mounting 
loll of human lives claimed 
in accidents cau s e d by 
drunken drivers. Certainly, 
more than 25,000 lives an¬ 
nually is a tragic loss to 
chalk off to indifference. To 
virtually ignore drunk e n 
drivers is to condone them, 
and the depth of guilt be¬ 
comes a common shame.

I believe the problem of 
the drinking driver should 
be handled fir m 1 y. He 
should know that detection, 
prosecution, and punish¬ 
ment will be swift and cer¬ 
tain. Whenever the circum¬ 
stances warrant, lengthy re¬ 
vocation of licenses, maxi¬ 
mum fines, and substantial 
jail sentences should be im¬ 
posed upon offenders.

The rights and safety of 
the motoring public should 
not be imperiled by selfish, 
irresponsible drivers who, 
while under the influence of 
alcohol, convert the automo¬ 
bile into a lethal weapon.

As more 18-year-olds ex¬ 
ercise their right to vote, 
they may begin to wondei 
about those social security 
"contributions” that are tak¬ 
en from them by law each 
month so that government 
can provide for their well¬ 
being nearly 50 years from 
now.

You Some Water Conservation Tips! 

' The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 

1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
tha faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6. Don t use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons.

Many senior citizens will 
receive State property tax 
refunds late this year be¬ 
cause they forgot to attach 
their property tax bill or at¬ 
tached a tax bill for the 
wrong year to the claim 
form, according to the Fran¬ 
chise Tax Board. 

“When this happens, the 
department must contact the 
individual for a copy of the 
1976-77 tax bill and the re¬ 
fund is delayed,” Donald 
Whitney, director of the 
Senior Citizens Property Tax 
Assistance Program, said 
recently. 

Some seniors filing for 
the first time are forgetting 
to attach proof of age, while 
others are .not signing the 
claim form. Their refunds 
also will be delayed, Whit¬ 
ney said. 

Whitney said the error’s 
were discovered after exa¬ 
mining the first 50,000 prop¬ 
erty tax assistance claim 
forms filed. 

The Franchise Tax Board 
estimates that over 300,000 
senior citizens will qualify 
for an average property tax 
refund of $236 this year. 

To be eligible for property 
tax assistance, persons must 
be 62 years of age on Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1977, live in their 
home, and have household 
income of .not more tha,n 
$ 12 , 000 . 

Seniors who would like, 
additional Information, 
forms, or free help should 
contact their local California 
Franchise Tax Board office.
